Hong Kong's dobt of gratitude to tho poopie of 


the British’ 


Istes is strikingly shown in the. annual report of the 
Commitee of the Far Eastorn Rolief Fund, which has 
just been received in the Colony.  - 

The Report, signed by Lord Broadbridge, mentioy.s that the 
Fund was established in September 1942, and says that - 
as the close of the financ al year nearly coincided with | 
the end of hostilities in the Far East, it Is a convenient 
occasion for a review of three years’ work, : 


The Fund ‘was establihed for 
the benefit of British aubJects who 
Jost their ‘kemes and/or, livelihood 
na result of the Jnpancee 
invasion, and it was inougurated 
with o grant of £60,000 from the 
Jord Mayor’s Empire Air Raid 
Distress Fund and of £5,000 from 
the Colonial Office on behalf of 
Malnya and Hongkong. 

-From that. date until the end 
of the year under review, the Lord 
Mayor's Fund has contributed in 
nl} £300,000, and sub-seriptions 
from all other sources amount to 
£17,017, : 

Without belittling the generosity 
of -other organisations, and in- 
dividuals who have given financial 
axsiatanee, it is true to Bay that 
the Far Eastern Relief Fund is 
the chikl of the Lord Muayor’s 
Empire Air Raid Distress Fund. 

Tt has been possible to frame a 
constant and continuing — policy 
beeau-e we have known in advance 
that full wefght would be given 
to any arguments or representa.

The Fund's operations in Ceylon 
were on’ a, thuch more modest 
seale, and dnty £1,000 has been 
required by the Ceylon Committee. 

Under the constitution of the 
Fund its activities may be extend- 
ed to other parts of the Empire, 
and we have thus had the Dlonsure 
of contributing substantially to

Hugh Dalton, in the House of Commons, : 


When naked what were “the 
prospects of the resumption of 
services of Japanee loans, he 
replied: “Not very bright, I 
should imagine.” Further asked 
if the Government would be all 
in their power ‘to promote the 
resumption of service on these 
loans, he added “XZ cannot ima-+ 
gine why, any By itisher should 
own Japanese bonda at all.” 

This caused Mr, Anthony 
Eden to say, “Howcver strongly 
I may sympatilae with. the 
Chancellor's séntiments in this 
matter, is it not in our dnterests 
that we should try to yet the 
service on these loans?’ “Mr. 
Dalton replied: “If there is 
anything to be screwed out of 
the Japanese, there is a long 
list of stronger claimants than 
the pre-war owners of Japa- 
nese bonds,” 

- The immo.tiste reault of this 
was a decline of shout 20 per 
cenb in Japanese bonds on the 
Stock Exchange, and other for- 
eign bends, particularly Ger- 
man Dawes and Young loans, 
slumped sympathetically, with 
the result that the aggregate 
value of all the principal for- 
eign loans fell in ene day by 
some £5,000,000, 

Strong Criticism 

- Strong critivism was voiced 
in London finunetal circles and 
in the City columns of the daily 
‘papers. ‘Mr. Daltun’s replies 
were interpreted es implying a 
slur on the patriotism of hol- 
ders of bonds of enemy coun- 
tries, but it was pointed out 
that the Japanese loans had 
been floated ot a time when 
Japan was actually an ally of 
Britain, whilz the German 
Dawes and Young loans were 
both floated at .n time when a 
Labour Government was in 
power, ; 

It was ‘argued that if the 
claims of the pre-war bond- 
holders were 10 be regarded as 
of little consequence beside war 
damage and <eparations, it 
would mean that the citizens of 
the victorious couatry. were in 
effect being made to: contribute 
towards repuration payments.
